Hew. 

Making four deserted, one transferred to the Navy, and no 
record for the other two. 

We regret that many of our leading townsmen showld take so 
little interest in the funding of our town debt. There still 
remains about twenty-three thousand dollars of our debt yet to 
be funded, and the importance of disposing of the balance of 
Town Bonds can not be over estimated, as it will facilitate the 
business and lessen the current expenses of the town by so 
doing. With a floating debt in notes on demand, it makes the 
duties of the Selectmen very onerous and perplexing. We take 
pleasure, however, in stating the fact that for the past three 
years all demands have been responded to in a manner satisfac~ 
tory to all creditors of the town, and that we have a pride that 
no other town or city stands better in a financial view, than the 
good town of Franklin.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee of Franklin submit their re- 
port upon the condition and progress of the Public Schools for the year 
ending March, 1867: 

In the division of their labors, the especial care of Districts Nos. 2,12 
and 12 was committed to Mr. Savage; Nos. 4, 5, 6 and 7, to Mr. 
Simonds, and of Nos. 8 and 9,to Mr. Proctor. Owing to his tour 
abroad, Mr. Savage visited only Nos. 11 and 12 for the Summer term. 
The Winter,terms of these schools, and No. 2 for both terms, were visited 
by Mr. Simonds. Districts numbers 1,3 and 10, have committees of 
their own, whose reports are herewith incorporated in their appropriate 

laces. © 
: The wkole number of scholars, four years of age and upwards, attend- 
ing the public schools two weeks or more, the past year, is 487; 261 
males and 226 females. 

The amount of money raised by direct tax the past year for the sup- 
port of schools is $1528.00. The appropriation from the literary fund 
and railroad tax, $566.60; in all amounting to the sum of $2094.60. 
In addition to this sum, Dis. No. 3 has raised by tax $250.00 for High 
School purposes. 

We present a detailed account of tha schools by districts, referring 
the town to a statistical table accompanying this report for further par- 
ticulars. 


District No. 1. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss AMANDA M. InGAtLs. Length 
of term, 16 weeks; whole number of scholars, 29; average attendance, 
25. At the first visit of the committee, it was apparent that there was 
much room for improvement; and that the best efforts of the teacher 
would be required to overcome the careless habits of deportment, and 
idleness, which marked tke appearance of the school, and is the natural 
result. of employing incompetent teachers. At the close of the school, 
the scholars showed marked improvement in their conduct and general 
behavior, good proficiency and thoroughness in their studies- It was 
evident the teacher had neglected none of her duties, and liad instilled 
into the minds of her pupils some of that energy and industry which is 
characteristie of herself. 

Winter Term, 12 weeks; whole number of scholars, 38; average 
attendance, 32. Miss Ingalls taught this term also. The commence- 
ment of the school showed that the good results of the Summer term 
were permanent, ard there seemed to be a union of purpose to secure 
the advantages of a good school. 

The final examination exhibited great improvement in all the branches 
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of study pursued. The patience, diligence and capacity of the teacher 
was apparent in the examination of every class. 

If any branch has not received due attention, it is penmanship. But 
we charge this to a bad custom in general and not to the teacher in par- 
ticular. - 

An examination of the Register shows a iarge number of instances of 
tardiness and non-attendance. ‘This is an evil that ougit to be attended 
to. The parents have the remedy in their own hands. We invite the 
attention of the citizens of the district to the condition of the school- 
room. A comfortable and pleasant school-room is one of the first con- 
ditions of a successful and profitable school. 

At a meeting called for the purpose, the voters of this district adopted 
the Somersworth act and we are now acting under its provisions. We 
feel satisfied with the change, and, not forgetting the efficient aid of our 
former superintendence, we would recommend our experiment to the 
attention of others. We believe we can, and may, superintend our own 
schools free of charge, and thereby avoid the expense of a town com-

° District No. 2. 


Summer Term of 8 weeks... Miss Mary S. SHaw, Teacher. Number 
of scholars, 14; average attendance, 114. The committee was well 
pleased with the appearance of this school at his first visit. The expe- 
rience and temperament of the teacher well qi .uicd her for the labors’ 
and responsibility of her position. The closing examination showed 
that good and substantial progress had been made. 

Fail Term. Length, 7 weeks; number,8; with an average of 6. 
Miss SaRaw E. Exviorr, Teacher. Miss Elliott enjoys a large and suc- 
cessful experience as teacher in our public schools. The number of 
scholars was small, still the teacher devoted her time to the instruction 
and assistance of those under her care. ‘This district was very fortunate 
in the selection of its teachers the past year. ‘hese experienced teach- 
ers both concur in expressing a sincere regret that the parents and cili- 
zens manifest so little concern in advancing the welfare of their schools. 
Only three visits are reported by both teachers. Frequent visits to the 
school from parents and friends, even if brief, and a few encouraging 
expressions, would awaken a good interest and promote kind feelings 
generally. 


District No. 3. 


The special supervision of the Primary Department was assigned to 
Mr. Rowell the Intermediate Department to Messrs. Pike and Proctor ; 
and the High School to Messrs. Gilchrist and Savage. 

The Primary Department was taught both terms by Mrs. Lizzie M. 
BENNETT. Length of Summer school, 10 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 59; average attendance, 41. Winter term, 14 weeks; whole 
number, 62; average, 49. Although this teacher has had much experi- 
ence in the school room, yet, it being her first term here, or from some 
other cause, the school did not show so much improvement as we hoped ; 
yet we report commendable progress on the part of many. The Winter 
term, the teacher and scholar had become better acquainted, and she had 
infused into the school a good degree of spirit and enthusiasm, and re- 
ports good progress. There were far too many cases of tardiness and

dismissals, which show a want of hearty cooperation on the part of 
parents, to make our schools as successful as they might be. 

Intermediate Department. This department has been taught through 
the year by Miss ANNIE M. Oscoop. Number of scholars during the 
Summer term, 33; with an average attendance of 80. Fall term, 37 ; 
with an average of 35. Winter term, 36; with an average of 32. In 
reference to this school, it seems necessary to say no more than that its 
deservedly popular teacher has fully sustained her well-established repu- 
tation as an efficient and accomplished instructor and thorough disciplin- 
arian. It gives the Committee great pleasure to express their entire ap- 
proval of Miss Oszood’s method of instruction and discipline. 

High Sohool. The Spring term of this department was taught by Mr. 
CHARLES C. Haty. The whole number of students in attendance was 
35, of which 20 were from out of the district; the average attendance 
was 87. 

The examination at the close of the school was very satisfactory and 
fully sustained Mr. Hall’s previously high reputation asa teacher. This 
is the only term of school we have had in this department for the last 
school year. 

There was a private school in the Fall, taught by Mrs. Dora Colby, 
which in some measure relieved the necessity for the Fai! term of the 
High School. The atterdance was, small, but the teacher was pop- 
ular and, I believe, successful.

District No. 4. 


Summer Term of 12 weeks ; number of scholars 14, average .attendanc® 
10. Fall Term, 1 3weeks with a number of 15 scholars ; 10 the aver~ 
age attendance. From the flown Farm, 4 scholars. Miss MARTHA A: 
CoLBy teacher both terms. Miss Colby taught one term in this district 
in 1864, with good success, and conseqaently had a favorable acquaint 
ance with the school. These were two profltable terms of school. 
Miss Colby’s system of thorough instruction and her method of govern- 
ment is fully approved. It is believed entire satisfaction was given. 
The very neat, plain and complete manner Miss Colby keeps her register, 
is worthy of general imitation. The parents in this district take a good 
interest in the prosperity of their schools. It is submitted, however, to- 
the candor of their intelligence, if the term has not arrived when the com 
forts of their children and their material interests will impel them to re- 
build their old school house. 


District No. 5. 


Summer and Winter Term of 22 weeks, taught by Mrs. V. E. Morse. 
Number of scholars , sum.uc, term, 8; winter time, 14. Average attend- 
ance, Ist term, 6 5-8; 2d term, 8 3-4. The teacherin her report speaks 
of this school as ‘‘ small but pleasant, the scholars cheerfully complying 
with her requests and manifesting a strong desire for improvement, but 
objects to the irregular attendance of some scholars.” ‘The teacher’s in- 
formaticn and experience enabled her to instruct her pupils upon many 
useful subjects aside from the matter of the text books. The exercises of 
the closing examination showed satisfactorially that the labors of the term 
had been wisely directed, and were well rewarded in the progress made 
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—the classes having advanced in a thorough manner many pages beyond 
any previous effort. ‘These were valuable terms of school. 


District No. 6. 


Summer Term. Length of school 8 weeks. Number of different 
scholars 25; average attendance 20 1-2. Miss Neuiuie M. Emery, 
teacher. Miss Emery “labored with great zeal for the welfare and 
progress of her pupils. Commendable progress was made. The teacher 
maintained good order. ‘The quiet and pleasantness of this term was dis- 
turbed bya querelous disposition showa by some of ihe scholars to- 
wards others. This feeling seems to have existed to the annoyance of 
previous terms. Parents should heartily cooperate among themselves 
and with the teacher in preserving order and good feelings, and use their 
good offices in removing, at once, all such needless sources of disturbance. 
The teacher for the winter term reports no angry or harsh treatment of 
one scholar by another. It is most earnestly hoped no more unkind feel- 
ings will exist or be displayed by any members of this schooi. 

Winter Term of 12 weeks. Number, 25; average, 20. Miss CELESTIA 
J. Knox, teacher. ‘This was her third effort in school keeping. She un- 
derstands her business weli and pursues it systematically. The scholars 
made good progress, especially the classes in Reading and Arithmetic. 
More firmness on the part of the teacher in establishing and maintaining 
good order would have been desirable. There was too large a number 
of instances of tardiness during the winter term. 


District No. 7. 


There has been no school in this district the past year. 


Districr No. 8. 


Summer Term. Miss M. A. CuMMINGS, ‘Teacher. Miss Cummings is 
a thorough scholar and an energetic instructor. She has-a correct idea 
of a model school, and was very successful in her efforts to bring this one 
up to the standard. 

The exercises at the closing examination were characterized by a 
degree of promptness and accuracy seldom witnessed. The discipline 
was excellent. As a teacher Miss Cummings has few equals, and it is to 
be regretted that her services could not have been retained in this town. 

Length of school 10 weeks ; whole number of scholars 23—average 
attendance 21. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Saran E. ELtior who has an 
excellent reputation as a teacher. Having’ first won the hearts of her 
pupils it was an easy matter to lead them in the right direction. 

‘The exercises at the final examination gave the surest vidence of care- 
ful and thorough instruction and diligence on the part of the scholars. 
The Register was correctly and neatly kept. 

In her general remarks to the committee, the teacher speaks in terms 
of praise of the interest manifested by the parents of the district. No 
discords existing, all united in their efforts to secure a profitable and 
pleasant school. 

Where such a state of feeling exists we shall always find a good school. 

Length of term 10 weeks, whole number of scholars 21, average atten- 
dance 195 are 
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District No. 9, 


Summer and Winter Terms. Taught by Miss C. F. Extiorr. She 
taught with skill and accuracy and good progress was made in all branches. 
The various exercises at the closing examination were quite satisfactory 
and alike creditable to scholars and teacher. A better supply of Black 
Boards, also a set of Outline Maps are needed in the school-room. 

Length of terms 18 weeks ; number of pupils 18; average 14. 


Districr No. 10. 


First Primary Department. Taught by Miss F. E. Taytor. Two terms 
in Summer of eight weeks respectively, with an average attendance of 34 
and 80. Winter term of 7 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 34 ; 
average attendance, 24. This school consisted of the youngest scholars 
in the district ; was well instructed and satisfactory. 

Second Primary Department. Miss FRANcIs E. Wooprorp, Teacher, 
The Summer School was divided into two terms of nine weeks each, 
with an average attendance of 46 and 41. Winter Term—ten weeks; 
whole number 65, average attendance 40. The committee take pleasure 
in saying of this, as of her previous schools, they are worthy of our 
highest approbation. 

Advanced Department. The Summer School was divided into two 
terms of 9 and 8 weeks. First Term—Miss Harrie A. MARTIN, teacher ; 
whole number of scholars 43; average attendance 35. Second Term— 
Miss Harrie A. MARTIN and Miss Exiza H. Merriny, Teachers. Whole 
-nnmber of scholars 42 ; average attendance 35. The teachers labored 
earnestly, with beneficial results. The Winter term of ten weeks was 
kept by J. EDWIN RowELL; whole number of scholars 43; average atten- 
dance 41. At the opening of the school the committee were hopeful, 
expecting to realize great benefit from the labors of the teacher, (a 
Student from Dartmouth). The result is a sad disappointment, caused, 
as we believe, by a want of energy, and a just sense of duty on the 
part of the teacher. Whole number of scholars in the district attending 
school two weeks and upwards, 100 boys, 81 yirls. 

In closing this report, the committee wish to say to parents and all 
concerned, that the registers, especially in the Advanced School, show 
too many marks for tardiness and dismissal. The teachers make com- 
plaint of a lack of co-operation on your part. This is probably true, to 
some extent, but it may be a question whether the responsibility is whol- 
ly with you. It is a true saying, that ‘‘as is the teacher so will be the 
school.” ‘There are teachers with such winning ways and attractive 
manners, that absence and tardiness are the exception and not the rule. 
It is certainly desirable that harmony and mutual co-operation should be 
had in a matter of such importance. 

The district cannot fail to see that the present accomodations are ine 
sufficient, and trust all will be ready to adopt the best measures for the 
enlargement of our borders.

Disrricr No. 11. 


The Summer Term of 9 weeks was kept by Miss EMMA Mite. Whole 
number, 11; avgrage attendance, 9. From the teacher’s report and 
the committee’ ination, the scholars aré believed to have applied 
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themselves closely to their studies, and the school seems to have been 
well governed. The teacher, while spirited and faithful in purpose, fell 
into the mistake of advancing several of the scholars into books and 
branches they were poorly prepared to study. The result was that, at 
the examination, such appeared at disadvantage in the elementary 
branches, which it was of greatest importance they should have mas- 
tered. ‘The general tone of the school was very good. 

Fall Term. Length, 7 weeks; number of scholors, 19; average at- 
tendance, 15. Teacher, Miss ABBY E. JAcons. ‘This was a very pleas- 
ant and interesting school. A kind and parental feeling existed between 
teacher and her pupils. Miss Jocobs was deeply interested in her school, 
and reports ‘‘no dissatisfaction.” Every class made good progress for 
so short aterm. The first class in Reading, and the classesin Analysis 
and Parsing showed a familiarity and thoroughness, at the final examin- 
ation, that would be highly creditable to classes in those studies in the 
Academy. The class of beginners in Algebra made good progress. 
This was a very pleasant and profitable school. 


District No. 12. 


The Summer Term, of 10 weeks, was kept by Miss Sarau C. HEATH. 
Whole number 9, with an average attendance of 74. This school appears 
to have been intelligently and faithfully managed, and at the examina- 
tion gave token of satisfactory advancement. | 

Winter Term. t0% weeks; number of scholars, 7; with an average 
attendance of 51-5. Miss Erra L. Covcu, Teacher. ‘This school ap- 
peared pleasant and promising at its opening. The day selected for the 
final visit and close of the term was so stormy and blustering it was quite 
impossible to get there. The citizens speak in favorable and satisfactory 
terms of the efforts of the teacher and success of the school. 

The Committee take pleasure in reporting that quiet has prevailed in 
the Public Schools in town the past year. A fair degree of success has 
attended the efforts put forth in their behalf. 

The present condition of our schools is susceptible of great improve- 
ment. It is evident their advancement the past four years, has not 
equalled the increase of material interests in town for that time. 

The real importance of our Common Schools demands for them the 
solicitous care and attention of every citizen, no matter what his profes- 
sion or business, or how light his family responsibilities. Universal 
intelligence is the greatest safeguard of our liberties. Education makes 
men more industrious and trustworthy, more economical, better pro- 
ducers and preservers of property. 

Our schools are not, at this time, receiving that encouragement and 
fostering care their importance demands. ‘They would be made more in- 
teresting and greatly benefitted by more frequent visits from parents and 
citizens. Social and friendly relations should be cultivated between 
teachers and parents. 

The efficiency of the common school is seriously impaired by the un- 
seasonable and irregular attendance of scholars. Fully one tenth of the 
schooling was lost in two districts, the past year, in consequence of 
‘irregular and tardy attendance. This evil can be readily removed. Pa- 
vents are especially enjoined to insist that their children be present at the 
opening of school, each half day, and continue regulaily. 

The High School, hitherto so successful, has been in operation only 
one term the past year. It it hoped it will be reope t an early date. 
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Parents choose to maintain a supervision over the habits and deportment 
of their children, in the earlier years of their schooling. This privilege 
cannot be enjoyed if the son or daughter must leave town to attend the 
High School or Academy. It is expected the large, central and wealthy 
districts, Nos. 3 and 10, will take the lead in High School purposes. 
These two districts contain 298 scholars, and were apportioned $1153.44 
the past year. The combined educational interests of the town unite 
with the local interests of Nos. 3 and 10, and imperatively urge these 
districts to unite in sustaining a High School. This important interest 
is submitted to the intelligence and wisdom of these districts. 

It is most earnestly hoped that add of our citizens will unite in awaken- 
ing and exhibiting a greater interest in behalf of the common schools. 
Good’ schools and intelligent scholars should be the town’s pride.
